Johnson Says

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
dent Johnson is telling legisla- 
tive leaders privateLy that' there 
is no certainty he will ask for a 
tax increase "tQ dampen infla- 
tionary fires. 

An influential senator who 
conferred with him at length 
depicted Johnson as adopting a 
wait-and-see attitude on steps 
thai may be taken if his present 
campaign to slack off private 
capital expenditures and gov- 
ernment spending does not 
bring desired results. 

"Me can't tell any better than 
we can at this point what's 
going to happen," the senators 
commented. 

The President's delay in mak- 
ing any dfri.'iion has contributed 
to a growing feeling in Congress 
that Johnson may be abie to 
pull a political rabbit out of the 
hat and announce in a couple of 
months that no tax increases 
will be necessary. 

This, of course would not he

group staged a curfew-vio- 
lating sit-dQWiL jiLfronLoL 
the Saigon radio station, 
cheered inflammatory 
speechs and Ignored official 
appeals to go home. 

About 100 helmeted riot 
police, holding wicker shields 
before them, charged. The 
youths hurled stones at them , 
then~ljroke and ran with clubs 
flailing their heads and backs. 
Tear gas grenades tossed 
among them set their eyes and 
noses streaming. 

It was a switch from the vel- 
vet glove approach that Pre- 
mier Nguyen Cao Ky's military 
regime had maintained to the 
swelling- unrest among Bud- 
dhists, students and political agi- 
tators of various stripes, 
marked elsewhere Saturday by 
demonstrations in Hue and Da 
Nang. 

This most significant of sever- 
al recent marches in the capital 
started, as have others, from 
the area of the Buddhist Insti- 
tute. A senior monk,. Thlch . 
Thanh Lai, was among the " 
marchers. Others included 
known agitators who have been 
active in stirring up trouble 
Slnce-the 19 63 uprising, that de- 
stroyed President Ngo Dlnh 
Diem's government.

MORE COMPUTERS 

Computers continue to find new uses 
that were never imagined a few years 
ago. One of the latest experiments in- 
volved an election in Braintree, Mass. 
Results of an election were determined 
in just three hours and 31 minutes after 
voters completed marking ballots that 
were in the form of cards. Voters punched 
holes in the cards which were fed into a 
computer. Some 40 ballots were punched 
improperly- -and hnd to be- re-punched, 
holding up results of the election. Actual- 
ly, it took only half as long to count the 
ballots as police required to rush them 
ito Ti'iCQmputer center. More than 6,000 
ballots were counted in 29 minutes. 

The demonstration wasn't some sort of 
stunt. It's perfectly feasible to use com 
puters in voting. Moreover, from , the 
standpoint of cost, computers have made 
the tried and true voting machine obso- 
lete. The equipment used in Braintree 
can be purchased for $10,000, about $90,- 
000 less than would be required for stand- 
ard voting machines. 

Anyone who ever labored far into the 
night carefully tallying results from each 
individual ballot would yield the job glad- 
ly to a computer. The general public

CHINA HAS HAWKS, TOO— This premise Is 
buttressed by recent statements in the official 
Chinese Communist press, which have gone to 
the unusual pains of admitting foreign reverses 
and even implying that the Chinese leadership 
has been guilty of tactical errors. China's set- 
backs abroad, it- is suggested,— have -increased- 
tensions within Peking's ruling hierarchy, and 
have given ammunition to the hawks who have 
long demanded that Peking take a stronger 
stand in the war. 

For example, the official "People's Daily' 
has warned the West that it would be danger- 
ous to rejoice "whenever a temporary zigzag 
appears in the revolutionary road. History' will 
prove that the time when the forces of reac- 
ion are beside themselves with joy and ar- 
rogance is the time when the tide is beginning 
to turn against them." 

The pessimists read this as a hint that Peking's 
hawks may pressure the regime into commit- 
ting itself to the dispatch of ground soldiers to 
North Viet Nam. 

President Johnson's attitude is that escala- 
tion still carries risks, but that the pessimists 
are overly gloomy. He feels that Peking as well 
as Washington.! Has strong reasons to avoid a 
direct confrontation in Viet Nam, and that if he 
listens too carefully to the pessimists he will be 
hampered in his choice of options.

With population increas- 
ing by 2.500,000 persons every year, this nation 
is steadily using up its available open land 
for suburban tract housing for new highways, 
and for new' industrial plants. The waste prod- 
ucts of a booming industry and a growing popu- 
lation are choking the rivers and polluting the 
air 

Scenery disappears under the bulldozer's 
crunching attack;, oysters and shrimp die as 
pollution changes the saline .content of coastal 
waters; salmon, balked by dams, cannot find 
their way back downstream from their spawn 
ing grounds and fail to reproduce themselves. 
The future even of man is endangered. 

The deep faith" that Americans have in science 
and technology produces the complacent con 
viction that these intellectual disciplines can 
master all the problems they help to create 
This conviction is not wholly warranted. Since 
this country has no reason to believe Itself 
exempt from the tragic fate that has over- 
come proud, reckless societies in the past, a 
measure of humility is in order.- But even 
within the framework of traditional optimism, 
too few realize that man still lacks much of 
the scientific knowledge needed to make wise 
decisions about the use of land, water, and air. 

Gaylord Nelson of Wisconsin has intro- 
duced the Ecological Research and Surveys 
Bill to speed up the quest for this necessary 
knowledge.

Like little streams which flow 
together Vbefore converging with 
a river, several Protestant de- 
nominations are moving toward 
mergers, even as possible fuller 
union appears ahead. 

For some pf them, both pros- 
pects are developing simultane- 
ously. 

For others, they're planning 
to join their own tributaries of 
Christianity, but don't aim at 
present to enter Into the wider 
ecumenical waters. 

Either way, it makes for some 
lively cross-flow, with no little 
cloudiness at times about just 
what denominational current is outside it 
going where or how far, in rela- 
tion to whom. 

Nevertheless, the tides roll on 
toward confluences — the latest 
in u modern succession of 
church mergers, a process re- 
cently somewhat overshadowed 
by broader overtures among 
Roman Catholicism, Protestan- 
tism and Eastern Orthodoxy. 

Already, a blueprint is ready 
for uniting the Mpthodist 
Church, of 10.3 million mem- 
bers, with the Evangelical Unit- 
ed Brethren Church, of 750,000 
members. The plan is up for 
action at special conventions 
this year. 

"This step Is the immediate 
one for Methodism in the ecu- 
menical movement- and if wo 
can't take this one we are ecu 
menlcally dead," says Charles 
Parlin. a New York lawyer and 
prominent Methodist layman. 

At the same time, however, 
both denominations are involved 
in wider talks seeking to fuse 
seven major Protestant bodies 
— the Consultation on Church 
Union. . 

Participants In this effort hold 
their fifth annual conference 
May 2-5 in Dallas, with an out- 
line of a specific plan of union 
ready for consideration for the 
first time. 

It is being made public Friday 
in Washington.

liminary agreements reached at 
annual conferences on major 
points.

Funds for Idaho Education Show 
Marked Improyement Over Decade

BOISE (AP) — Finances for 
Idaho education in this decade, 
particularly with enactment of 
the sales tax last year, have im- 
proved markedly, with the add- 
ed money coming from the state 
and federal governments. 

How well these increased 
funds are being used by the 
local schools Is the subject of a 
statewide survey now under way 
by the state department of edu- 
cation.

ELIZABETHTOWN, N.C. 
(AP>— Forest fires whipped by 
gusty, shifty winds, continued 
to rage in- North and South Car- 
olina Saturday, burning thou- 
sands of acres of timber land 
despite round-the-clock efforts 
of hundreds of weary firefight 
ers. 

One death was attributed to a 
fire in South Carolina'. ' 1 • 

Forestry officials, terming the 
situation extremely critical, said 
more than 150 fires have broken 
out in North Carolina in the 
past four days, destroying more 
than 43,000 acres of woodlands 
made powder dry by a 30-day 
drought. 

"You' just couldn't estimate 
IheJ damage," said one forestry 
-off imah-^H-would-runj-into- more- 
millions than 1 I could count." 

In South Carolina, more than 
30.000 acres were scorched by 
over 200 fires which began Fri- 
day. It was the worst outbreak 
in that state in 20 years of rec- 
ord-keeping. 

The major blaze in North' far 
olina, where prized cultivated 
woodlands are a major source 
of revenue, was centered in Bla- 
den County, in the rich south- 
eastern section of the state. It 
already had burned across 20,- 
000 acres.

The former Arizona senator 
got his biggest hand from the 
crowd of several thousand when 
he criticized "lunatic crowds of 
nppeasers, pacifists and pro 
Communists and just plain Com- 
munists." 

Goldwater said there Is 
growing need for victory over 
the critics of our policy in Viet 
Nam. The friends of Communist 
China emerged, he said, soon 
after President Johnson an- 
nounced a policy of greater mil- 
itary involvement m Viet Nam. 

The pro-Communists and 
"anti - anti-Communists" think 
that if t a showdown with China 
can be pVevented for five to 10 
years, development of thermo- 
nuclear weapons by China will 
produce a standoff, he said. 

Goldwater told newsmen ear- 
lier that the United States must 
deny North Viet Nam supplies if 
it expects to make, much prog- 
ress in the Vietnamese war. - But 
he said we are making progress. 

On Republican politics. Gold- 
water said he hasn't been able to 
find any place in the party where 
the John Birch Society, "as a 
society, has any influence." And 
he said it is "mystifying" to him 
to have the Negro blame his 
problems in the South on the Re 
publican party.

"But he's wrong. It has 
changed," Woodworth contend 
ed. "We don't know what the 
ratio of grasses to forbes was 
"40 years ago. How big the sage- 
brush was in comparison to oth- 
er vegetation." 

"Regardless of h u n 1 1 ng or 
spraying or grazing or anything, 
the habitat has changed and 
the birds would be down in 
numbers," he continued. Wood- 
worth acknowledged that en- 
croaching civilization, spraying 
and other things have indeed re- 
duced the population. But he 
added if there was an area any- 
where in the state that had 
Ideal habitat. It would be lousy 
with birds. 

"Right now we're facing a 
real problem around Dubois," 
he said. "We still have a good 
population In that area. They 
summer up in the highlands and 
winter. on the AEC-lands-around 
the reactor. Each year we're 
losing more arid more sagebrush 
lands between the summer and 
wintering grounds. There's only 
one narrow stretch left now and 
it's up for desert entry. If we 
lose that we can expect the 
sage grouse population to go 
down." — 

He said biologists have dts 
covered that sage grouse won't 
travel over two miles of farm 
land.

Alien Property Office to 
Close Down After 24 Years 



WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States has a valuable 
Rembrandt painting, stolen 
from Germany m_I922 and later 
soTd'To an "ATnericah" "It'w'ouTd 
like to return to 'Germany. 

It has a used Nazi sword to 
sell. 

But it wants to keep a price- 
less collection of stone work and 
carvings now on exhibit at the 
Smithsonian Institution. 

These are a few of the loose 
ends for the Office of Alien 
Property before it closes up 
shop after 24 years of handling 
enemy properly, both German, 
and Japanese, seized in this 
country under wartime meas- 
ures during World War II. 

It has totaled up to a $900 mil- 
Jinn business — a gigantic gen- 
eral store that carried every- 
thing from a multimillion-dollar 
corporation to a $3.50 savings 
account, with a brewery, ships 
and Persian rugs in between. 

President Johnson has in- 
formed Congress- that the office 
will cease to exist by June 30.

Access Program For Entire State

BOISE — Anyone who ap- 
proves a blueprint and author- 
izes work to begin on a . big job, 
wants to check back as often 
as he can to see how things 
are going. 

The people of Idaho approved 
long - range planning by the 
Idaho Fish and Game -Depart-, 
ment back in 1962. And the 37th 
session of the State Legislature 
adopted the five point program 
for the future almost in Its en- 
tirety early in 1963. 

License fee changes went Into 
effect the same year, but the 
full force of additional revenues 
was not apparent until about 
the middle of 1964. Last week, 
the Department began mailing 
a progress report listing proj- 
ects-now-completcdp 



For example, extensive ex- 
pansion was made with public 
access programs during 1965. 
Many sites were puchased while 
others were leased. Develop- 
ment was made on roadways, 
parking, boat ramps, sanitary 
facilities and water supplies. 

Idaho generally " is on the 
move. Coeur d'Alene, Priest 
Lake and the Sandpoint - Bon- 
ders Ferry country, historically 
the playground of Spokane, all 
are under tremendous recrea- 
tional pressures. So are the-Pay- 
ette Lakes to. the south. 

And from the Wood River 
drainage of southccntral Idaho 
northward through the Stanley 
Basin, -the Salmon River drain- 
age, and eastward to Island 
Park in the Upper Snake River 
region, rod and gun sports are 
booming. 

Obtaining, developing and 
maintaining access areas for 
public use Is just one of the 
paramount" phases of the Five 
Point-Program. 

The others are developing new 
fishing waters and hunting 
areas, expanding and improv- 
ing fish production and distri- 
bution, intensifying fish and 
game nibitat management, and 
improving conservation enforce- 
ment, management, research 
and Information services, to 
meet the mushrooming number 
of outdoor recreationists.

Future expansion calls for 
the location of new fish hatch- 
ery sites. Improvements over 
the past year at existing hatch 
cries occurred at American 
Falls, A s h t o n, Clark I'ork, 
Grace, Hagermnn, Hayspur, 
Kamiah holding pQnds, Mackay 
Sandpoint and Warm River. 

Fish distribution was-4mf>rov- 
ed with tht; purchase last year 
of a new diesel - powered truck 
and refrigerated tank, with 4,- 
400 pound hauling capacity. 

Habitat management and im- 
provement is not . spectacular 
but certainly vital to the Five 
Point Program for the future. 
Increasing carrying capacity is 
the underlying goal for most 
fish and g a rn e management 
work, and this objective pos- 
sibly means more in long-range 
effect on wildlife than all of 
the others. 

The purpose Is to help the 
land and water produce more 
natural wild stocks of fish and 
game — as opposed to the arti- 
ficial fish pond or shooting pre 
serve. 

Personnel expansion to handle 
additional work in management, 
search, enforcement and infor- 
mation programs during 1965 
was meager\ Needed additions 
will be scheduled as the in 
creased revenues of the Five 
Point Program are stabilized 
in the next few year. 

This is the "fifth point." "It 
covers a broad range of ac 
tivitics. Among these are fish 
and game management and 
resenrch programs not found 
elsewhere. 

It also includes the functions 
of conservation enforcement, in- 
formation nnd education, and 
administration. Last year, Im 
provements were made in just 
about all of these areas 

For example, the organiza- 
tion of a state office library be- 
came a reality on moving into 
the new office building in Boise. 
Division libraries were consoli 
dated and established in library 
order by a wildlife biologist with 
library experience. 

This service is of value to 
the management divisions for 
needed research and also is 
available for use by biology 
teachers^ students and sports- 
men. 

Expanded service to youth 
groups began during the year 
chiefly in cooperation with the 
Boy Scouts of America. Ex- 
plorer posts are being establish- 
ed in most of the major com 
munities, with fish and game 
work emphasized 

Regional conservation educa- 
tors are serving in a liaison 
capacity, but all Department 
divisions are working with the 
boys as much as possible

John B. Campbell Is Both Visionary, 
Innovator in School Administration 



John B. Campbell Is ' both an 
innovator and a visionary at the 
same time.' * : 

The combination apparently 
befits the situation in which he 
finds himself — principal -of-the 
O'Leary Junior High School in 
Twin Falls. 

And, getting right down to 
brass tacks, he should know 
something about handling 
youngsters— because- her is the 
father of 10 children, three of 
them still living at home. 

Neither is the local adminis- 
trator one to take a back seat 
when he has an idea about the 
subjects at hand. He believes 
that teachers, rather than hav- 
ing 'just a degree and the ability 
to stand in fr,ont of a class and 
foHow a schedule, should know 
how the other half lives, should 
use_ common sense and good 
judgment. " 

Campbell himself is no strang- 
er in the world of hard labor. 
During the years prior to his 
entering the field of teaching— 
and even during his early teach- 
ing years when it was economi- 
cally necessary that he have an 
additional income to take care 
of the large family— he put in 
hours on Saturdays^and, he cau- 
"flousiy admits, even on'Sundays. 

As a" result he har> developed 
a salable skill as an electrician, 
carpenter and brick mason to 
the point of having earned the 
right to carry a union card. 

As far back as he can re- 
member he has always wanted 
to be a teacher. Along the way 
he found-out~the secret of work- 
ing with youngsters through as- 
sociation in Boy Scout work. 
Little League Baseball and the 
YMCA, just to name a few. 

In the field of teaching he be- 
lieves there are four R's rather 
than the three which have come 
down through the ages since ed- 
ucational activities first started. 

The four, the way Campbell 
looks at it, are "reading, riting, 
rithmatic and responsibility." 
The. last R. has a two r fold 
meaning. It means teaching a

HOME GROWN TOMATOES 
Jtome gardeners are constantly 
looking for •■the "best - tomato." 
What is the best one for your 
garden? There's no such thing 
as the best tomato for all gar- 
dens. What might do well in one 
garden, might not do too well 
in the neighbor's plot 50 feet 
away. It's just as difficult to 
pick out the best tomato as it 
is the best car. 

I'd. like to mention: a few to- 
matoes *we've had good luck 
with. We grow several kinds 
and suggest you do .this, too 
Pick out the ones that do best 
in your area and stick with 
them. You should decide wheth- 
er to grow hybrids or non-hy- 
brids. I'd grow both. For a good 
h yhrM 1'rl try Moreton or Big 



Boy. Moreton is early for us 
has husky vines and bears rich 
red fruit which -tastes as good 
as late varieties. 

If disease has been a prob- 
lem, try two disease resistant 
type's, Heinz. 1350 or Campbell 
1327. Both carry 'resistance to 
vertlcillium and fusarium wilts, 
fungus disease which are in the 
—soil. ' 

An extra early tomato is Fire- 
ball (65 days). It is not adapted 
to staking but will bear early if 
mulched with straw. If you're 
looking for a tomato which does 
rot develop cracks in the skin, 
try Glamour. The fruit is bie. 
and solid "and vines bear heav- 
ily. Sortie gardeners prefer this 
crack-resistant tomato because 
it lacks acid, others say that 
the flavor is too mild. It does 
fine staked or mulched. 

A good yellow-orange tomato 
Is Golden Jubilee, a favorite for 
many years. It's a heavy yielder 
and ideal for folks who can't eat 
an acid tomato. Red Jacket is a 
dandy potato-leaf tomato. For 
small-fruited types, you'll like 
Red Cherry (size of a quarter), 
Yellow Plum, and the Roma VI", 
a peaT-shaped type, ideal for 
paste, juice, canning whole, or 
mixing with red tomatoes when 
you can. 

COMPOST PILE: A reader 
wants to save his coffee and tea 
grounds, egg shells, grass clip- 
pings, table scraps, etc. for a 
compost.- He was advised 
against it because of a "health 
hazard." A friend told him it 
would attract maggots arid ants, 
as well as rodents. Is that true? 

I doubt it. After you sprinkle 
a little lime or plant food over 
the pile, It starts to decay quick- 
ly and there's no problem. Keep 
the pile well watered, and cover 
with a plastic sheet to trap the 
heat in. This hastens decay. The 
resulting material will be ex- 
cellent for loosening up a tlRlit 
clay soil, and for tightening up 
n sandy soil. 

All soils are benefited by com 
posted material, and we advise 
everyone to start a compost. 
The average housewife discards 
almost a fourth of a ton of food 
each year. Why not compost this 
material and use it for growing 
better flowers and vegetables? 
If you don't want to compost it. 
bury it in trje garden to enrichen 
It. 

CYCLAMEN PLANTS: These 
will start Roing dormant any 
time now. Dry the plant off by 
gradually giying it less water. 
Keep it In a cellar or back porch 
where the corm won't freeze. 
It'll remain dormant all summer 
and during the period you won't 
need to water It. In early fall, 
repot the "bulb" or scrape orr 
upper two inches of soil and re- 
place with fresh mixture. That's 
all the care it needs. You can 
keep yours over year after year 
and enjov its manv blooms. 

POTATO RECIPE: Here's a 
good recipe sent to me for the 



benefit of folks who grow or buy 
their potatoes. It's called Pota- 
to :Caramet7Cake. One-third:cup 
butter, one cup each of sugar 
and flower, one-half cup mash- 
ed potatoes (riced preferred), 
one-fourth clip milk, one-half 
cup coarsely grated unsweeten- 
ed chocolate, one-half cup chop- 
ped walnuts, two eggs, one tea- 
spoon baking powder,— one-half 
teaspoon each of cinnamon, nut- 
meg, cloves, d issolved in two 
tablespoons of hot water. 

Cream together butter and 
sugar, then add egg- yolks, milk, 
potatoes and chocolate. Next, 
sift in flour and baking powder; 
add whites of eggs slightly- beat- 
en, then add walnuts and spices. 
Bake at 325 degrees about 45 
minutes. This cake stays moist 



longer (Tf any is left over alter

of making your skin nice and 
soft and it removed callouses, 
and it really grew exceptionaly 
fine tomatoes. Do you think that 
our modern fertilizers are' just 
as good?" 

I think they arc just as good 
and a lot easier to apply. Mak- 
ing liquid manure was a messy 
job and it was bound to draw 
a lot of flies. There's no doubt 
that it grew good tomatoes, but 
with our present clay liquid 
plant foods, the job is a lot 
simpler. 1 

SWEET ONIONS: A reader 
writes: "I'd like to tell you 
about our experience with sweet 
'hamburger' onions. For years 
we've raised them but they've 
been as hot as 'firecrackers* to 
cat. A friend told me to mulch 
the plants with straw, so we 
bought 30 bales and added them 
as a mulch. By midsummer of 
last year, our garden was ahead 
of everyone else's around us. 
And the straw mulch (3 inches) 
protected the plants from dry 
weather. Ijist fall we dug 'store 
size' sweet onions nnd were they 
sweet to eat! Another. advantage 
of heavy mulching with <urnw 
waq that the plot wai" ntmnrt : 
weed-free, and we '-.avert manv i 
hours of hoeing and cultivating. 
From now on I'm using a mulch 
for all our vegetables. 

QUESTION OF THE WEEK: 
G, H. of Twin Falls: "Our pe- 
onies started out nicely. The 
buds got the size of marbles and 
some stayed green, others were 
brown and we had no flowers. 
What's lacking in the soil?" 

Your trouble is Botrytis blight 
("Firelight"), a fungus disease 
that also hits tulips and daffodils 
as well. Botrytis is the most 
common disease of garden pe-.. 
onies. It hits when shoots are 
about a foot high, causing them 
to wilt and fall over. Shoots and 
buds turn brown nr black and 
usuallv after the buds have been 
hit. they develop no - further. 
Even flowers ore attacked. • 

CONTROL: Actually measures 
for control should have begun 
last fall when the old leaves 
-and stalks should have been cut 
down below soil surface and 
burned. Clean out the dead de- 
bris now and burn it. Also 
sprinkle some Captan or zineb 
around the base of the plants. 
Also cover the leaves with one 
of these fungicides. Also, if you 
see a shoot that has started to 
wilt, cut it off well below the 
ground and burn it. Handle the 
cut shoots gently as you may 
scatter the disease spores by 
rough handling. 

L. R. of Murphy: "All I get 
from our Shrimp plant is lots 
of growth and no blooms. What 
can I do to get the plant to 
bloom?" 

Take cuttings four inches long 
and start new plants. This item 
likes a bright window for flower 
bud formation. A lack of light 
will produce lush nrecn growth 
but no flowers. V/hen summer 
comes set the plant outdoors in 
a sunny spot and it. will flower 
for you."

.TJjen in 1952, Mother Teresa, 
superior-general of the Roman 
Catholic Church's Missionaries 
of Charity, took over a former 
temple rest house for Hindu pil- 
grims and made it a haven for 
the "dying. 

Since the day, 1R.000 persons 
have come to the crowded stuc- 
co building on a cluttered 
street in the slum of -Calcutta. 
Of these, 8,500 died. But, amaz- 
ingly, the others, most of whom 
have to be carried into tlie 
home, regained strength nnd the 
will to live and walked back out 
Into the city streets. 

Sister Barbara, one of the 272 
nuns in Mother Teresa's society,, 
explained that those' who tome 
to the home are made to feel 
they are wanted. Volunteer 
workers from Calcutta's Catho- 
lic community, and members of 
the American Women's Club, 
donate occasional mornings to 
visiting with the patients, wash- 
ing them or changing bandages. 

Nursing sisters administer 
medicine donated by the U.S. 
Catholic relief services and re- 
lated organizations in Belgium 
and Germany. 

"We take them only from the 
streets." Sister Barbara said. 
"If they have someone to look: 
after them they may not come 
here. If we see a dying person | 
on the strcots, we have an am-] 
bulance pick him up. We even 
have some children who had| 
been abandoned and were starv- 
ing." • 

Mother Teresa, who Is 55, op- 
erates similar homes for dying 
destitutes in New Delhi, Bom- 
bay and Trivandrum, in Kerala 
State. 

Born in Skopje, Yugoslavia, 
Mother Teresa became a mem- 
ber of the Irish Loretto Society. 
She came to India in 1929 and 
taught in Calcutta for 20 years 
before founding the Mission- 
aries of Charity. _ 

Sisters In the Missionaries of 
Charity come from India, Nep- 
al, Pakistan, Malaysia, Yugo- 
slavia, Germany and- the United 
States. They wear white saris 
with blue trim and own only two 
of the garments

"Bust Type" dollars, men- 
tioned in last weeks dolumn, 
were coined up to 1804, at 
which time the director of the 
mint stopped their coinage be- 
cause the bullion value was 
greater than face value and a 
great many were bought and 
exported overseas to be melted 
down for re-sale as silver bul- 
lion. 

Much the .same . condition 
would exist today if the gov- 
ernment of the United States 
were to remove the price ceil- 
ing on silver bullion. There are 
a few silver dollars which bear 
the date 1804, but It is gen- 
erally conceded that these were 
struck between 1834 and 1835. 
by someone at the mint, and 
purely for profit, (or perhaps 
for presentation pieces.) 

In 1836 a few beautiful "Seat 
ed Liberty" dollars were struck 
as pattern pieces, and bore the 
name of C. G o brecht, then as- 
sistant engraver at the mint. 
These patterns are worth a 
great deal of money as only a 
few were made. Beginning in 
1840 the Seated Liberty dollar 
was struck in quantity and 
minted in large numbers until 
1873. 

In 1878 George T. Morgan de- 
signed the Liberty Head dollar 
familiar to most of us, and it 
has been designated the "Mor- 
gan Dollar". This is the coin 
most often used for the past half 
century here in the west. (See il- 
lustration) 



Numismatic Association, the 
"Peace" dollar was also struck 
in. 1921, and continued until 1935, 
when all coinage of silver dol- 
lars ceased, due to the fact that 
their use had become restricted 
mostly to the western states and 
a huge amount of them had to 
be stored in the mint. The 
"Peace" Dollar (see illustra- 
tion) is quite familiar to most 
of us. 

Most of these coins, In un- 
circulated condition, command a! 
premium over face value — but 
if you have saved a great many 
beat up examples you are in 
for a shock if you try to sell 
them for much over face value. 

With the exception of the 
scarce dates, worn dollars do 
not command a premium (un- 
less you are buying from a deal- 
er) and except for saving them 
as souvenirs, . you have no 
chance of making a fortune on 
them. 

When the Seattle World's Fair 
was held, a million silver dol- 
lars were shipped to Seattle. 
Collectors discovered then, for 
the first time, that a great 
many old coins had been stored 
in the Mint — and the rush was 
on. Up until this time, silver 
dollars were not one of the most 
popular collectable items, al- 
though they could bo obtained 
at almost every bank 

After the discovery of the old
